TRACK FAST. 



Orlandot Fays a Big Dividend in the Mutuels— Du- 
quesne a Promiaing Two-Year-Old— - 
Polly Prim Injured. 



I-rfMilsviile. Ky.. May 4. — After yesterday’s big 
gathering it was not expected that a large as- 
semblage would gather at Churchill Downs this 
aflernotn. but the lin«“ weather served to influence 
many and a goodly number of spectators witnessed 
th«- sport. The racing was keen, finishes being ex- 
t-epllonally close, but the lack of knowledge of the 
form of the various starters caused a big slump in 
speculation. Outsiders sc-ored unexpectedly and en- 
riched their lucky investors handsomely. In the 
o|K‘uer Oi'landot. ridden by the apprentice. J. Daven- 
jMirt. made a sensational performance in beating out 
a go»j<l imnd of sprinters after running out through 
the tntire stretch and finishing close to the judges’ 
stand. He paid $471.20 for a $."» investment. The 
same rider piloted Jack Straw and w’ou in a good 
field of two-year-olds. 

The rain, which i-ame down in a steady stream 
as Uie horses lined to the barrier in this race, aided 
in his victory, as it converted the track from a fast 
state to a sloppy one. favoring him. 

The haudintp. at a mile and twenty yards, intro- 
duced Old Honesty. Tlie Minks and John E. McMil 
Ian as first starters this year. They furnished a 
si>lrited struggle for the entire trip and had the 
finish betw<*<*n them. .Tohn E. McMillan, by virtue 
of his weight concession, landed the prize in th»* 
last strides. Old Honesty taking second place a short 
margin in advance of Tiie Minks. Tlie California 
campaigners. Don Enrique and Frank I’llttner. were 
never serious factors, and in all probability they 
have not l>ec*ome thorougliJ.v acclimated yet and will 
Improve over today’s lowing. 

Another youngster to race meritoriously during tie* 
afternoon and which niay develop into a clinker, was 
•T. W. McClelland’s Duquesne, winner of the second 
race. He fought it out desperately, shaking ofT 
<-hallengers repeatedly ami finishing with great cour- 
age to land the purse a slight distance in front of 
Kiddy Ltc and Short Order. Khidy Lee rau to his 
early trials and also raced impressively. 

Bol» Tucker's Snap furnished a surprise by run- 
niug in game fashion and defeating some goo<l sprint- 
ers in the third race. Patriot was the contender at 
the end. with Star Thistle in third place. The show- 
ing of Tallntt Bros.’ Acquia in this race was far be- 
low her best two-year-old form.

He made gootl in 
Itandy style, hut his owner was forced to stand a 
raise of $30o to iirotect him.

'Hte raanagemont late last night decided not to 
sell $2 mutuels. 

W. A. Hughes will arrive tomorrow from Pimlico 
with his string of rac*ers. 

Tlte offi<*iaIs were notified tcalay that Wmal Hoff- 
man had l)oen ruled off at .Santa Anita f«>r practices 
detrimental to the best interests of the turf. 

Out of 107 entries made to the Kentucky r>«‘rl»v 
of 1910. ciglity-six made payments <m .May 1. with 
several others to hear from. For the Oaks, forty- 
nine made payments. Tins is a larger perc*entage 
than ever before and shows that htvrsemeu have con- 
fidence in future racing. 

'The Latonia Jwkey Club will announce shortly 
that tlic eastern system of tMNikmakiiig will l»e in 
use on the Latonia track during the coming meet- 
ing. 

Polly Prim was ba<lly injured this morning ami 
will in consequemo be slielved for several months.

Baltimore, Md.. May 4. — An ordinary card fur- 
nisiied some excellent racing at Pimlico this after- 
noon. Four of the races resulted in keen contests, 
in which the winners were under furious drives to 
lH>at their competitors out by small maiVins. In 
two of th<‘ hices heads separated the first two, while 
in two other races a scant haif-lengtii separated the 
winner from the second horse. Three favorites man- 
aged to reward their backers. Tlie siiceesisful 
c*lioites were Beau Chilton. Red River and Touch 
wood. 

Beau Ciiilton is the two-year-old that tlie Wal- 
dens have entered in several important English 
three-year-old stakes. He ran an impressive rac*e 
to<!ay, leading his exponents from end* to eml. and 
winning with speed in reserve by a couple of lengths 
from Bedminster. 

Several of the jockeys furnished bad-looking rides 
during the afternoon. In the opening rac*e Liebcrt 
pulled up Fanntloroy niien the start came and 
trailed along in the rear all the way. Hayward’s 
exhiliition on The Wrestler in the second race was 
little Ix'tter. He had tlds horse under restraint 
from start to finish and kept him (m tlie outside of 
the track for tiie entire trip.

It was the first time 
that he liad ever started as a jumper.

Jocke.r Musgrave has signed to ride for the Sea- 
gram stable during the Toronto and Montreal meet- 
ings. 

Jockey Keogh will not ride here as expected. The 
boy telegraphed his employer. CharK‘s Bowman, that 
be would leave California tomorrow and be on hand 
for the opening of the Wooilbine Park me<‘ting.

M. Preston, at Lex- 
ington. si-ored on four and displaced Borol in the 
ranks of the thirty leadei-s. wdiile Page, at the same 
track, anti Deverich. at Pimlico, rode three each, 
’file standing of tlie thirty loading jockeys from 
January 1 IV> and including tlie racing of May 1. 
their percentages and races won the past week are 
as follows: 



New York, May 4. — ^Down at Sheepshead Bay 
Saturday a cobl rain was followed l»y a heavy f«ig 
tliat made training a illsagrcealde task.

JfJin Hyland was on hand with a half dozen. 
Pontoon. Dan Vito and Monologue were together for 
a Iialf-niile cantering exercise in from .57 to ,58. The 
otlier three were Etherial. Autocrat and Lasata. and 
they worked a half in a shade better than a two- 
minute gait. Etherial was sick during the winter, 
but he 1ms come back to good condition and is sure 
to tip o»M* of the useful three-year-olds of 1909. 

Jann*s Rowe had the Keene lot on the yearling 
track and the horses moved well. Celt and Maskette 
wi‘ie companions in a half-mile work in 50*. Rowe 
had not intended that tlK*y should work so fast and 
he was waving the tKiys hack all through the move. 

Hilarious ran ills half in 515. He has grown into 
a magnificent three-year-old and is one that will 
have to be reckoned with in tin* tbroo-ycar-old 
stakes of tlie .season. His trsiuing suggests that 
he is intended for an early start at Belmont I'ark. 
Henley did not apiiear to like the going, and he 
was iliiven out to cover a half in 51*. Ultlmus and 
Affliction wont along together and their task was a 
half in 52. The two-year-olds in the stable were 
sent along for lialves in from .54 to .5»i. (Irassmere 
is one iff the most impressive of the young division. 
The oiliers are Sweep, Hibernica, Black Guat. Flash- 
ing and Herdsman.

KENTUCKY RACING COMMISSION TO MEET. 



New York. May 4. — T^ie Herald correspondent 
«-al»h's from Liudoii: ‘‘.As show’ing how much the 

raring results at Newmarket Saturday w'cre iu favor 
of the bookmaker.s. It may he meutiored tliat an 
iiivestinent of $5 played up on five of the six win- 
ners would have netted a million dollars. 

"Tliere was no betting on the Derliy. hut the 
Clicster Cup. which is one of the primdpal events 
l»e decided next week, was mentioned. For this 
.<anto Strato. a four-year-old. trained by John Wat- 
son at Ni'wmarket, w'hich. I am told, is ‘a certain 
wiiiiicr.’ was well supported at 9 to 2. 

"Sam Darling’s stable expects to have something 
to do with tlie finish of this race, however, for they 
are lioavily hacking Lady de Bathe’s Yentoi, which 
ran away with last year’s Cesarewitch. and are 
taking 6 to 1 every time it is offered. 

"Just now it is rumored that I.a>uls Winans is 
likely to purchase the smart three-year-old. Don 
Juan, from Halliek. the trainer, for the purpose of 
assisting lii winding up Sir Martin’s Derby prepara- 
tion. This animal lias now won four races off the 
r«‘el and would l»e able to give Sir Martin’s eonnee- 
lions a goisl idea as to the son of Ogden’s prosiM*cts 
for w’iniiing the great event.” 



Lexington. Ky.. May 4. — There will lie a meeting 
of the State Racing Commission in Frankfort IHiurs- 
day morning. .Mcmliers of the commission wrill go 
to Frankfort primarily for the puriiose of hearing 
oral arguments before the Court of Appeals in the 
case of the Latonia Jockey Club vs. the State Racing 
C/Ommission, which was decided adversely to the 
commission by Judge .Matt HarlM*soii hi the Kenton 
Circuit Court at Covington in March. A big dele- 
gation of breeders and horsemen, including many 
wMio are interested in the light harness horse, will be 
present to hear the argument. .At its meeting tiie 
commission will pass upon a number of aiiplications 
for license, including that of jo<‘kc.v (Jeorge 'Moun- 
tain. It is practically certain that Mountain will 
get a license, but his ridiog is likely to he re- 
stricted to the horses in the stable of W. H. Fiziir, 
to whom he is under contract. 

In the t’ircuit Court here this afternoon. .John W. 
Gates, of New Y'ork, filed suit against Edward Corri- 
gan for the collection of $.36,152 and interrwt from 
March 27 to date, wliicb he alleges is a remainder 
due him on a note of $38,500 given by Mr. Cor- 
rigan for a loan of that amount on .March 27.
